This is the story of a static 
past, a bubbling present, and 
an ambitious future. 
It is a tale of a township 
of homes and people who 
m anifest the desire of the 
age—the flight from urban 
to suburban living. 
It is the story of farm land 
and field 
bursting 
through 
its seam s, reincarnated into 
plots of ground and living 
structures 
o f 
im pressive 
splendor. 
It is Philadelphia’s Main 
Line reborn. It reverberates 
from the sounds echoed from 
San Francisco’s Knob Hill. 
It stands proud in com pari- 
son wf fl. New York’s West­ 
chester county. 
Dream And Goals 
It resounds from a steel 
furnace 
blast. 
It 
sprouts 


with newness at every turn. 
It is like a sprawling giant 
reaching out for more room, 
fearful ever of the pain of 
cramping. 
Above all, it is the dream 
of the young, the goal of the 
middle aged, the hope of the 
old. 
Here in Lower Makefield, 
where the plod of a horse 
rumbled through the country­ 
side only 30 years ago, now 
stand monuments to m an’s 
quest for better living. 
Three Exceptions 
For Lower Makefield is a 
township of homes and land, 
and people. The only diver­ 
sion in a completely residen­ 
tial township is a greenhouse 
and two service stations. 
That is the extent of Low­ 
er 
Makefield’s 
“ industry,” 
for want of a better word. 
Whereas, in other com mun­ 
ities, business interests rival 


each other in free com peti­ 
tion, Lower Makefield’s only 
competition is in homes. 
The keynote of the com­ 
munity 
is homes, 
replete 
with swimming pools in some 
cases, modern homes, tra­ 
ditional homes and conserva­ 
tive 
homes. 
But 
always 
homes of fine taste. 
As much of 
a 
factor 
in 
m aintaining 
the 
distinction 
of the community as any oth­ 
er single instrum ent, maybe 
above wise planning, proper 
zoning, and forward thinking, 
has been the efforts of the 
developers. 


Tied To Rucks 
For developers often set 
the pace of an area. And de- 
velopers in Lower Makefield 
have strived to keep the val­ 
ue always up. 
But as separate an entity 
as a community can be from 


its surrounding area. Lower 
Makefield is tied in its grow­ 
th with the rest of the infant 
that is Lower Bucks. 
Residing in the 21 square 
miles of 
Lower 
Makefield 
are 8,000 people with much at 
stake. 
These are people with in­ 
terests that dem and atten­ 
tion. And no more evident 
sign of the alertness of the 
community is there than a 
list of 18 separate, indepen­ 
dent civic associations. Bare­ 
ly does a 
tract exist 
that 
hasn’t been organized into a
